This morning there was another fir in 
Kebe—thia timo in Ssnnontiys, Ichome, 
on the south side of tho raihvdy, It ina 
singitar thing that these fires manage to 
occur always between one and tivo o'clock. 
This morning's fire is stated to have 'orlgine 
ated ina proyshop kept by an Englishman 
named Talbot, where some American sailors 
are said ta have heow staying, including a 
man named Guorge Eaton, whe was bernt 
todeth, When taken from the débris tho 
body Wis unrecounisalle, Eaton has beon 
in Kobe fur some tine past.
